Women can 

increase their chance of giving birth to a healthy infant by taking several steps during 

pregnancy. Avoiding alcohol and tobacco and eating a healthy diet can be beneficial for 

both mom and baby. In addition, women of childbearing age should consume at least 400 

micrograms of folic acid every day to help reduce the risk of major birth defects.
